Chief Justice Is 
For Rehearing On. 
Food Clerks, But-! 


State Supreme Court Justice 
Gibson and Associate Justices Car- 
ter and Traynor voted November 
12 to give a rehearing to the con- 
tention of East Bay Food Clerks 
that Safeway managing clerks 
have a right to be represented by 
the union of their choice. 


But the other four members of 
the State Supreme Court voted 
down the Chief Justice and the 
two Associate Justices who felt 
the matter deserved reconsidera- 
tion, so as the matter now stands, 
the petition is denied. 


The fact that the Chief Justice 
voted for the rehearing, associat- 
ing himself with the two Justices 
who in the original decision in 
mid-October held out for the un- 
ion’s contentions in a stirring mi- 
nority opinion, was of special in- 
terest. In the original decision 
the Chief Justice did not partici- 
pate, the four members of the 
court upholding the Safeway view- 
point being Justices Shenk, Ed- 
Imonds, Schauer, and Spence. 

The case arose in the course of 
jthe 1949 Safeway strike here, but 
ithe ruling is of importance to the 
‘many AFL unions in other indus- 
tries which include supervisory 
jemployees in their membership.
